The fall season was known 
simply as “harvest” a long 
time ago because of the “har- 
vest moon” that occurs when 
the full moon is closest to the 
autumn equinox.

The term “fall” actually 
comes from the phrase “the 
fall of the leaves,” which is cer- 
tainly appropriate. The term 
was shortened to “fall” some- 
time back in the 1600s and it 
grew in popularity through the 
centuries since. In the US., the 
term “fall” is most often used

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FALL FUN FACTS 


for this time of the year but in 
England, the term “autumn” is 
still more popular. The word 
“autumn” derives from Latin 
word “augere,” meaning “to in- 
crease,” and has been in use in 
England since the 1300s. Old 
habits die hard. 

Autumn begins when the 
center of the sun crosses 
Earth’s equator. As Earth con- 
tinues its path around the sun, 
days become shorter and 
nights become longer, with the 
change most noticeable for 
those at higher latitudes. The 
autumn equinox, when there 
are roughly 12 hours of day- 
light split evenly with 12 hours 
of dusk and darkness, occurs 
on different dates each year, 
but usually falls on September 
22 or 23. This year, it falls on 
Sept. 22. In 1931, the equinox 
oddly fell on September 24 be- 
cause the Gregorian calendar 
doesn’t always match up with 
the position of Earth in its 
orbit around the sun. The fall 
equinox won’t happen again on 
September 24 until 2303.

Here are some other inter- 
esting fall facts: 

The fall season is actually 
caused by the Earth’s tilt, not 
our distance from the sun. 
When the northern hemi- 
sphere tilts towards the sun, 
we get warmer. When it tilts 
away, we get colder. Fall and 
spring are the times of transi- 
tion. 

Autumn babies, or those 
born between September and 
November, are more likely to 
live to 100 than those who were 
born in other times of the year. 

The word “November” is 
from the Latin, novem, mean- 
ing “nine.” November was 
originally the ninth month of 
the Roman calendar, which 
began in March. 

Evergreen trees will not lose 
their leaves like deciduous 
trees. Their leaves, also called 
needles, are covered with a 
thick wax. This wax protects 
the inner components of the 
needles, preventing them from 
freezing. 

Fall colors are caused by the 


amount of sugar in leaves. The 
more red in the leaf, the more 
sugar that leaf is storing. That 
is why maple trees are so vi- 
brant. Evergreens don’t 
change because their leaves 
have a thick wax covering that 
protects the chlorophy]l (green) 
in the leaves. Red and purple 
leaves are only that color be- 
cause of the presence of sug- 
ars and sap that are trapped 
within the leaves. These sugars 
provide plants with the energy 
they need to survive. 

The term “equinox” is from 
the Latin meaning “equal 
night.” 

More people go from “sin- 
gle” to “in a relationship” or 
“engaged” in fall than any 
other season. That may be be- 
cause both men and women ex- 
perience a higher level of 
testosterone in the colder 
months. We don’t have a great 
answer as to why that is, but 
more babies are conceived in 
cold months than any other 
time of year. Researchers have

Health Department of Northwest Michigan COVID-19 Update 


On September 22, the 
Health Department of 
Northwest Michigan is re- 
porting 2 new 
confirmed cases in Charlevoi 
x (1) and Otsego (1) counties. 
Case investigations and con- 
tact tracing are in progress, 
and relevant information 
will be shared when it is 
available. 

The Center of Disease 
Control and Prevention 
(CDC) has provided some up- 
dated guidance for individu- 
als and communities who 
are starting to plan fall and 
winter activities. The guid- 
ance offers strategies to keep 
COVID-19 risk as low as pos- 
sible during travel and gath- 
erings to help protect the 
community. It is important 
that event organizers and at- 
tendees consider the risk of 
viral spread based on event 
size and use of mitigation 
strategies when planning or 
attending an event. 

“Following these mitiga- 
tion strategies will help re- 
duce the spread of 
COVID-19, if everyone does 


their part,” stated Lisa Pea- 
cock, Health Officer. “We ab- 
solutely can and must think 
about our neighbor during 
this difficult time. Some of 
us encounter plenty of op- 
portunities to help through 
our work but all of us have 
the opportunity to help 
someone, sometime.”

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TOP 6 REASONS MORTGAGE 
APPLICATIONS ARE REJECTED 


Part 2 of 2 


Half of refinance applica- 
tions are abandoned or re- 
jected, as are 30 percent of 
purchase mortgage applica- 
tions, according to the Mort- 
gage Bankers Association. All 
told, the Federal Financial In- 
stitutions Examination Coun- 
cil (FFIEC) says that well over 
2 million mortgage applica- 
tions were rejected last year. 

Want to avoid falling into 
that number? It’s tough — es- 
pecially in light of the fact that 
mortgage lenders have become 
increasingly restrictive in 
terms of their lending guide- 
lines since the housing market 
crash. 

Here, as a cautionary tale 
and primer on what to expect, 
are the reasons 4-6 mortgage 
lenders reject applications. 

4. Property didn’t appraise. 
Since the whole industry had 
its hand (among other things) 
smacked for allowing home 
values to skyrocket in a very 
short time, appraisal guide- 
lines have tightened up — 
some would say, even more 
than overall mortgage guide- 
lines. So, it is increasingly 
common to have the property 
appraise for a price lower than 
the sale price negotiated be- 
tween the buyer and seller. 

This is especially common 
in the refinance realm, as well 
over a quarter of U.S. homes 
are now upside-down, mean- 
ing the mortgage balance 
owed is greater than the value 
of the home. (If you’re trying 
to refinance an upside-down 
mortgage, consider the FHA 
Short Refi program — contact 
your lender or get referrals to 
any mortgage broker who 
makes FHA details to apply.) 

5. Condition problems. With 
all the distressed properties on 
the market, and with most 


non-distressed sellers barely 
breaking even, more home- 


sale transactions than ever are 


falling apart due to condition 
problems with the property. 
Many lenders will not extend 
financing on homes where the 
appraiser points out problems 
like cracked or broken win- 
dows, missing kitchen appli- 
ances, electrical problems, or 
wood rot. 

And in the world of condos 
and other units that belong to 
a homeowners association, if 
more than 25 percent of units 


are rented (rather than owner- 


occupied) or more than 15 per- 
cent are delinquent on their 
HOA dues, new applications 
for refinance or purchase 
mortgages on units in the de- 
velopment are likely to be re- 
jected. 


6. Technical difficulties with 


application. The days when 


lenders just took your word for 


it are long, long gone. Applica- 
tions with incomplete or un- 
verifiable information are 
doomed. 

If any of these mortgage 
loan application glitches arise 
in your home-buying or refi- 
nancing process, it’s critical 
that you connect with your 
mortgage professional, be it 
your banker or mortgage bro- 
ker, to determine what course 
of action to take. 


In some cases, it might be as 


simple as buying a stove you 


find at Craigslist and installing 


it before escrow closes; but 


with income issues your mort- 


gage pro will need to help you 
determine whether it makes 
sense to pay some bills down, 
get a co-signer, or even wait 
six months so your income 
documentation will qualify.
